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REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  12th  November  1902 
have  to  report  to  the  Assembly  of  Academicians  as 
follows  : — 

I.  The  Seventy-sixth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Satur- 
day 15th  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  10th  May. 
It  comprised  651  Paintings  in  Oil  and  Water-Colour, 
68  works  in  Sculpture,  46  Architectural  Drawings  (in- 
cluding a Model),  a number  of  Etchings,  and  Drawings  in 
Black  and  White,  a number  of  works  in  silver  and  enamel, 
and  a large  panel  in  Inlaid  Mother  of  Pearl. 

II.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  held  on  12th 
February,  Thomas  Scott,  Eobert  Buchan  Nisbet,  George 
Henry,  Painters,  and  George  Washington  Browne,  Architect, 
were  elected  to  the  rank  of  Academician  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  the  death  of  G.  W.  Johnstone,  J.  B.  M‘Donald, 
Sir  J.  Noel  Paton,  and  by  John  Lavery  having  left 
Scotland  and  now  being  resident  in  England. 

III.  At  the  Statutory  Assembly  of  Academicians,  held 
on  5th  March,  it  was  resolved  that  four  Painters  and  one 
Sculptor  be  elected  to  the  rank  of  Associate,  which  was 
confirmed  at  an  Assembly  of  Academicians  held  on  12th 
March. 

IY.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy, 
held  on  19th  March,  James  M‘Neil  Whistler  was  elected  to 
the  rank  of  Honorary  Member. 

At  the  same  Meeting  Eobert  Burns,  Charles  Hodge 
Mackie,  Edwin  Alexander,  James  Cadenhead,  Painters,  and 
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Archibald  M'Farlane  Shannon,  Sculptor,  were  elected  to  the 
rank  of  Associate. 

V.  The  Librarian  and  Curators  of  the  Library  report  as 
follows  : — 

“The  Library  was  open  on  Mondays  from  11th  November  1901 
till  2 .'3rd  June  1902,  between  the  hours  of  8 and  10  p.m. 

“The  aggregate  attendance  over  these  28  evenings  was  276,  a 
number  considerably  in  excess  of  the  highest  recorded  during 
recent  years.  The  greater  number  of  those  making  use  of  the 
Library  were,  as  in  previous  sessions,  students  of  the  Academy’s 
Life  Class,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  add  that  many  who 
have  for  some  years  been  off  the  class-roll  continue  to  attend  at 
the  Library. 

“Advantage  continues  to  be  taken  by  those  attending,  of  the 
permission  accorded  by  the  Council  some  years  ago  to  borrow 
a certain  class  of  the  books,  and  in  all  cases  these  have  been 
returned  within  reasonable  time  and  in  good  condition. 

“ The  books,  drawings,  and  prints  are  in  good  order,  and 
catalogued  up  to  date.

YI.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Life 
School : — 

“The  Session  of  1901-1902  commenced  on  18th  November 
1901  and  finished  on  24th  June  1902. 

“There  were  119  meetings  of  the  Class,  viz.  71  evening  and 
48  morning  meetings;  and  the  aggregate  attendance  amounted  to 
1524.  The  number  of  students  on  the  Staff  at  the  end  of  the 
Session  was  19. 

“ The  Visitors  of  the  Life  School  have  much  pleasure  in  report- 
ing that  the  students  as  a whole  have  shown  a spirit  of  genuine 
enthusiasm,  and  that  their  discipline  has  been  excellent.  This  year 
the  Visitors  are  pleased  to  observe  the  improvement  in  the  painted 
studies.  They  are  marked  by  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  true 
lighting  and  the  treatment  of  the  ensemble.  But  there  is  an 
inattention  to  structural  draughtsmanship  which  should  be  remedied 
to  make  the  other  qualities  available  for  sound  Art. 

“ The  standard  of  the  black  and  white  studies  ought  to  be  higher. 
“ The  Visitors  deplore  the  small  number  of  studies  sent  in  for 
the  Stuart  Prize.

VII.  The  Council  regret  having  to  record  the  death  of 
three  Academicians  and  an  Associate  within  the  past  year. 

VIII.  John  Blake  McDonald,  R.S.A.,  was  born  in  the 
parish  of  Boharm,  Morayshire,  in  1829,  where  he  received 
his  education.  Having  shown  a taste  for  Art,  he  came  to 
Edinburgh  in  1852  and  studied  in  the  Board’s  School  of 
Design  under  Robert  Scott  Lauder.  His  first  contributions 
to  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy 
appeared  in  1857,  being  “Portrait  of  Hugh  Miller”  and 
“ Portrait  of  a Lady.”  In  the  following  year  he  exhibited 
two  genre  subjects  and  a landscape,  and  in  1859  was  re- 
presented among  other  works  by  “ Portrait  of  the  late  John 
Brown,  D.D.”  In  the  same  year  he  entered  as  a student  the 
Life  School  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy,  where  in  1862 
he  carried  off  the  first  prize  for  painting  from  the  life. 
Domestic  genre  pictures,  with  occasional  portraits  and  land- 
scapes, were  his  productions  at  this  period,  but,  having  a 
strong  attachment  to  the  Highlands,  his  attention  was  soon

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directed  to  representations  of  its  scenery,  its  story,  and 
romance,  with  which  subjects  his  name  thereafter  was 
mainly  associated.  After  1876  his  time  was  almost  entirely 
given  to  landscape  painting.  In  connection  with  his  art  he 
went  to  Venice  in  1874,  and  at  other  times  to  Brussels, 
Jena,  Paris,  and  Cologne.  Among  his  most  characteristic 
works  are  : — “ Dugald  Dalgety’s  Interview  with  Montrose,” 
1862:  “Prince  Charles  leaving  Scotland,”  1863;  “In  the 
Forest  of  Ardmore  ” and  “ The  Arrest  of  a Rebel  after 
Culloden,”  1864;  “An  Episode  in  the  time  of  the  Test 
Act,”  1866  ; “Rob  Roy,”  1867;  “The  Alarm,”  1868; 
“ Prince  Charlie’s  Parliament,”  1870  ; “Van  Tromp’s  Duel,” 
1871  ; “ Early  Morning  in  the  Highlands,”  “ In  Glenfinlas  ” 
and  “Duncraggan  Huts,”  1872  ; “Through  the  Drift,”  1873  ; 
“Strathmore,”  1877;  “Tummel  Falls,”  1878;  “Vale  of 
Athole,”  1879;  and  “Glencoe,”  his  Diploma  work.  He 
was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy  in 
1862,  and  an  Academician  in  1877.  His  death  took  place 
on  21st  December  at  his  residence  in  Edinburgh. 


IX.  Sir  Joseph  Noel  Paton,  R.S.A.,  was  born  in  Dun- 
fermline in  1821,  and  learnt  the  rudiments  of  Art  from  his 
father,  who  had  studied  as  an  Artist,  and  was  by  profession 
a designer  of  patterns  for  damask.  He  early  gave  indication 
of  his  artistic  ability,  and  while  yet  a youth  was  employed 
as  a draughtsman  in  a muslin  manufactory  in  Paisley.  In 
1843  he  went  to  London  and  entered  as  a student  the 
schools  of  the  Royal  Academy,  but  did  not  study  there. 
During  his  stay,  however,  at  that  time  in  London  he 
executed  a number  of  outline  etchings  illustrative  of  Shake- 
speare, Milton,  and  Shelley,  which  brought  him  into  notice. 
On  his  return  to  Scotland  in  the  following  year  he  ex- 
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hibited  for  the  first  time  in  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy,  “The 
Gleaner,”  and  in  1845,  “ Rachael  Weeping  for  her  Children.” 
In  the  same  year  he  sent  a large  cartoon,  “ The  Spirit  of 
Religion,”  to  the  Westminster  Hall  Competition,  which 
received  one  of  three  premiums  awarded,  and  in  1847  met 
with  a like  success  for  two  works  sent  in  competition. 

Amongst  his  numerous  and  most  characteristic  works 
are: — “ Christ  Bearing  His  Cross,”  1847  ; “ The  Reconcilia- 
tion of  Oberon  and  Titania,”  1847 ; purchased  by  the 
Royal  Scottish  Academy,  “ Quarrel  of  Oberon  and  Titania — 
First  Study,”  his  Diploma  work,  “ The  Quarrel  of  Oberon 
and  Titania,”  1850,  purchased  by  the  Royal  Association  for 
the  Promotion  of  Fine  Art  in  Scotland ; “ Death  of  Paolo 
and  Francesca,”  1851  ; “Eve  of  St.  Agnes,”  1852;  “The 
Sun  shall  no  more  be  thy  light  by  day,”  1854  ; “The 
Pursuit  of  Pleasure,”  1855  ; “Home,”  1856;  “Hesperus,” 
1857;  “The  Bluidie  Tryste,”  “In  Memoriam  ” and 
“Bertram’s  Dirge,”  1859;  “Dawn — Luther  at  Erfurt”  and 
“The  Dowie  Dens  of  Yarrow,”  1862;  “Lullaby,”  1863; 
“Fact  and  Fancy,”  1866;  “I  wonder  who  lives  there,” 
1867  ; “A  Fairy  Raid,”  1869. 

In  his  earlier  years  he  was  a liberal  contributor  to  the 
Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Academy,  having  seldom  failed 
to  have  works  on  its  walls  till  1886.  Latterly  his  attention 
was  devoted  to  Sacred  works.  Among  these  are : — “ The 
Man  of  Sorrows,”  1875;  “The  Spirit  of  Twilight”  and 
“Christ  the  Great  Shepherd,”  1876  ; “The  Man  with  the 
Muck  Rake,”  1877;  “Thy  Will  be  Done,”  1878;  “Lux 
in  Tenebris,”  1879  ; “ In  Die  Malo,”  1882  ; “The  Choice” 
and  “ Vigilate  et  Orate,”  1886;  “ Beate  Mundo  Corde,” 
1890  ; and  “ De  Profundis,”  1892. 

He  was  the  author  of  two  volumes,  Poems  by  a Painter 
and  Spindrift.  In  1846  he  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the 
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Eoval  Scottish  Academy,  and  in  1850  attained  the  rank  of 
Academician.  In  1S66  he  was  appointed  Her  late  Majesty’s 
Limner  for  Scotland,  and  in  the  following  year  received 
from  Her  Majesty  the  honour  of  Knighthood.  In  1876 
the  University  of  Edinburgh  conferred  on  him  the  Honorary 
Degree  of  LL.D.  He  died  on  26th  December  at  his 
residence  in  Edinburgh. 

X.  Alexander  "William  Well  wood  Eattray,  A.E.S.A.,  born 
at  St.  Andrews  in  1849,  was  eldest  son  of  the  Eeverend 
Alexander  Eattray,  present  Minister  of  Parkhead  Parish, 
Glasgow.  He  received  his  education  at  the  Glasgow 
Academy  and  the  University,  and  became  a student  of  the 
Glasgow  School  of  Art.  In  furtherance  of  his  art,  he 
went  to  the  Continent  and  visited  many  of  the  Art  Galleries. 
He  was  devoted  to  landscape  painting,  and  exhibited  in 
1876  for  the  first  time  in  the  Eoval  Scottish  Academy  two

works  “ Arran  from  Kilcraggan  ” and  “ Sketch  in  Bute.” 
His  most  important  works  include  : — “ Xeath  the  Green 
Shade,”  1879;  “O'er  the  Muir  among  the  Heather”  1880  ; 
“ Loch  Ard,”  1881 ; “ A Scottish  Farm,”  1882  ; “A  Summer 
Afternoon,  Aubery  Park,  Surrey,”  ‘•From  Hillside  to  the 
Sea,”  “Early  Summer,”  1884  ; “Gloamin's  Glamour,”  1886  ; 
“ Autumn  Sunshine,”  1888  ; “ A December  Pastoral,”  1889  ; 
“Largo  Bay,”  1890;  “The  King’s  Port,  Carradale,”  1891; 
“Golden  Leaves,”  1892;  “Evening  at  the  Ferry,”  1893  ; 
“Evening  in  Venice,'"  1894  ; “A  June  Day,  Kin  tyre,” 
1896:  “May  Blossoms,”  1897  ; “The  White  Cliff,  East 
Devon,”  1901  ; “ Summer  Breezes,  Island  of  Coll,”  1902. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoval  Scottish 
Academv  in  1896.  He  died  at  his  residence  in  Glasgow  on

17  th  April. 
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XI.  John  Faed,  R.S.A.,  was  born  in  1820  at  Barlay  Mill, 
Gatehouse-of-Fleet,  in  the  Stewartry  of  Kirkcudbright, 
where  his  father  was  an  engineer  and  millwright.  He 
early  evinced  a taste  for  Art,  and  having  seen  some  miniature 
portraits  on  ivory,  resolved  on  being  a miniature  painter  ; 
and  while  yet  a boy  soon  got  into  notice  and  practice  in 
his  native  county.  He  came  to  Edinburgh  in  1840, 
studied  for  a short  time  in  the  Board’s  School  of  Design 
under  Sir  William  Allan,  and  established  himself  as  a 
miniature  painter  in  Edinburgh  with  great  success.  On 
his  invitation  his  younger  brother,  the  late  Thomas  Faed, 
B.A.,  came  to  be  his  pupil  in  Edinburgh.  He  exhibited 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Royal  Scottish  Academy  in  1841, 
“ Portrait  of  a Gentleman,”  and  “ Frame  containing  four 
Miniature  Portraits.”  From  that  time  onwards  his  con- 
tributions in  miniatures  to  the  Annual  Exhibition  were 
very  numerous.  In  1844  he  commenced  to  exhibit  oil 
pictures  as  well  as  miniatures,  and  found  subjects  in 
Shakespeare,  Scott,  Burns,  and  in  cottage  domestic  life. 
In  1864  he  removed  to  London,  where  he  remained  till 
1880,  when  he  finally  settled  at  Gatehouse.  Among  his 
works  in  oil  are  : — “ Scene  from  the  Twelfth  Night — 
Olivia  and  Viola,”  1852  ; “ Reason  and  Faith,”  1855  ; “ The 
Raid  of  Ruthven  ” and  “ The  Household  Gods  in  Danger,” 
1856  ; “The  Cruel  Sister,”  1857  ; “ Reading  the  list  of  the 
killed  and  wounded”  and  “Preparing  the  Kail,”  1858; 
“ The  Royal  Scottish  Justiciary — Incident  in  the  time  of 
James  I.  of  Scotland,”  1859;  “ Boaz  and  Ruth,”  1860  ; 
“Annie’s  Tryste,”  his  diploma  work,  1864;  “A  Wapping- 
shaw,”  1867;  “The  Old  Brocade,”  1873  ; “John  Anderson 
my  Jo,”  1874  ; “Old  Mortality,”  1877  ; “Goldsmith  in  his 
Study,”  1880;  “The  Poet’s  Dream,”  1883. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Royal  Scottish

Academy  in  1847,  and  attained  the  rank  of  Academician 
in  1857.  His  death  took  place  at  his  residence  at  Gate- 
house-of-Fleet  on  22nd  October. 

XII.  The  Council  regret  to  report  having  received 
intimation,  by  letter  of  12th  October,  from  the  President  that 
he  will  not  seek  re-election  at  the  Annual  Assembly  of 
Academicians  in  November.  This  letter  having  been 
submitted  to  the  Academicians  at  their  Assembly  on 
23rd  October,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  express  their 
regret  to  the  President  at  his  decision,  and  to  thank  him 
for  his  services  to  the  Academy. 

XIII.  The  Council  have  further  to  report  that  the 
Government  having  announced  its  intention  of  holding  an 
Inquiry  into  the  Board  of  Manufactures  with  special 
relation  to  the  National  Gallery,  they  were  instructed  by 
the  Assembly  of  Academicians  to  take  measures  for  ensuring 
that  the  Academy  be  represented  at  the  Inquiry.  A 
Committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Council  and 
several  added  members,  and  this  Committee  prepared  a 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  Academy  which  was  submitted 
to  and  approved  of  by  an  Assembly  of  Academicians  and 
was  put  before  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  and  supported 
by  the  evidence  of  members  of  the  Academy  appointed  by 
the  Assembly  to  give  evidence.
